the West Coast vie SP. Kenny Delmar, 
popular announcer on the Fred Allen 
Radio Show, has made the character of 
Senator Claghorn one of the most popu- 
Jar on the air. On his recent rail trip 
West to make-a movie in Hollywood it 
was only natural that the “Senator” 
should stage a sit-down strike in Chicago 
and demand that his journey be’made by 
SOUTHERN Pacific, over the Sunset 
Route. He was taken to New Orleans 
where he boarded the Argonaut (re- 
named the “Claghorn Special”) and 
started a triumphal rail trip through the 
South. 

It was an eventful journey in many 
ways. New Orleans gave the Claghorn 
Special a terrific send-off with a boister- 
ous luncheon and a radio broadcast. 
Governors of the states declared “Sen- 
ator Claghorn Day” as the special ap- 
"proached. Houston greeted the train with 
a bevy of beauties dressed in the bonnets 
and crinoline of the Old South. There 
were hroadcasis at San Antonio, El Paso 
and ‘Tucson. Vigilantes boarded the 
train in Phoenix and kidnapped the Sen- 
ator for.a short time, and the arrival 
Los “Angeles attracted a reception com- 
mittee from the world of radio, press, 
and movies. 0. : 

In:all, fourteen broadcasts were made, 
call stressing the Senator's preference for

‘in-service, friendliness and courtesy. 
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NEED FOR RATE INCREASE TOLD 


N AN effort to meet increased costs of operation, the railroads of the 

United States have petitioned the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for a general 25 per cent increase in freight rates, with certain important 
modifications which on Southern Pacific, for example, would make the 
average increase about 20 per cent. 


After a hearing in Washington, increases of 3 per cent on products 
of agriculture and 6 per cent on most other commodities were granted 
the railroads, effective July 1, to serve as temporary relief pending 
outcome of continued hearings which began July 22 in Chicago. 


Testifying for Southern Pacific at Chicago, V. S. Andrus, assistant 
to the president, told the ICC: “A dollar buys a third less labor now 
than it did in 1940, In the one year of 1946 over 1945, the increase in 
labor costs will be $51,710,000, including $2,927,000 of payroll taxes. 
And since 1945, increases in material and fuel prices have added an- 
other $11,208,000 a year to Southern Pacific operating expenses.” 

The increase in operating expense for 1946 will total $62,918,000, 
or more than five times as much as the Southern Pacific has been able 
to save in interest charges through a five-year reduction of 34 per cent 
in its indebtedness, Andrus stated. 


Income Down, Expenses Up 


“In addition to these mounting items of expenses,” Andrus continued, 
“some of the abnormally favorable factors of wartime operation are 
disappearing. Average tonnage per car is falling. Extension of the 
five-day week in industry is lengthening the turnaround time of freight 
cars, with ultimate need for railroads to provide more such equipment. 
Greater bunching of cars due to the five-day week will call, also, for 
building more yard storage space. Increased speed and frequency of 
post-war schedules will mean less tons per train.” 

Andrus pointed out that were it not for net credits in Federal taxes on 
income due to carry-backs of excess profits tax exemption and operating 
loss, the SP. Transportation System would have failed by $7,584,000 to 
meet its fixed charges during the first five months of 1946 and, even ‘in- 
cluding the emergency freight rate increase effective July 1, would have 
a loss of about $16,600,000 for the year. 

“If Southern Pacific is to render efficient’service and if, indeed, it is 
to function for long as a solvent carrier,” he ‘concluded, “its-rates must 
be substantially increased. We have shared adverse times.with ‘the West; 
we would like and-think we are entitled to share with it the anticipated 
period of prosperity ahead.” :

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66 Y PROBLEM?” say many railroaders in astonishment, “look, 

I’ve got problems enough right now with the butcher and the 

baker. My problem is the cost of shoes, not the cost of brakeshoes. . . .” 

But we still say that railroad costs are the problems of every SP em- 

ploye, for the same rising prices that concern us as individuals have hit 
our railroad in the same place and just as hard. 

For example, we're paying over twice as much for switch ties, brake- 
clubs and tablecloths as we paid in 1940, half-again as much for fuel 
oil, and $67,000 more for a single AC locomotive! 

All of which brings up the question of income and expense. When our 
individual expenses become greater than our income we've got to trim 
those expenses or get into serious trouble—and it’s the same with the 
railroad. In addition to these increased costs of materials and equip- 
ment, the raise in railroad wages will cost Southern Pacific nearly fifty- 
two million dollars this year, as pointed out on the opposite page. 

It was hoped that an adequate increase in freight rates would be 
granted to offset this added expense but only a fraction of the requested 
25 per cent raise was allowed, pending a full hearing of the petition. 

When railroad expenditures are surpassing railroad earnings—that 
means trouble, not only for the railroad but also for you and me and 
every railroader on the system. Most of us don’t have to be told that 
steps towards cutting expenses have been taken already, for-these steps 
have been obvious throughout the system. Unless revenue figures come

more in line with operating costs, further economies must 
be made. ° 

There are a number of things that all of us can do about 
this situation. Just knowing that it exisis should make us 
realize the importance of conserving whatever items of rail- 
road material we happen to use in our daily work. Certainly 
not all of us have costly locomotives entrusted to our care, 
but the total-of the penny-and-dime items used throughout 
the system amounts to a lot more in the final addition. Re- 
member, whatever materials you use on your particular job, 
they are working for You. Whatever you do in railroading— 
whether you swing a pick, punch tickets, use a typewriter— 
you are working with railroad equipment and supplies that 
have a direct connection with your job. In some cases it is 
almost impossible to replace this material at the present 
time; in all cases the cost of replacement adds materially to 
operating expense. And when outgo excceds income everyone 
on the railroad suffers. Jobs have to be cut off, which means 
less opportunity everywhere, 


Commonsense Reasoning 


Here’s what Sylvia Ahlgren, trainmaster’s clerk in Fresno, 
thinks of the matter: 

“For quite awhile now I’ve been writing on both sides of 
the paper in my personal correspondence because stationery 
is so hard to get and costs so much when I can get it. So 

. it just comes natural for me to be as saving as I can with 
company forms and stationery. When I see someone doodling 
on good letterheads or jotting a couple of notes on a large 
piece of paper that they throw away a minute later, I feel 
like rapping their knuckles—but usually they’re too big.” 


Says Engineer W. J. “Bill” Baumeister who mans the 
throttle of a Daylight locomotive: 


“Like everything else these days, the cost of this engine 
T'm driving is away up, and I’m giving it the same care my 
grandchildren gave their bicycles in the war. They knew 
they couldn’t get others in a hurry and they really nursed 
those bikes through the duration.” | 


Max Miller drives a Stores truck at Brooklyn. Says he: 

“T’ve always been proud of the care I’ve given my truck 
but since I tried to get my own car fixed up recently and 
found out how tough it is to get parts, I’ve been handling 
that truck with kid gloves. If it stops working, I might stop 
working, and I don’t want to do that.” 

Miller hits the nail on the head there. What he says brings 
out the direct connection between our jobs and the railroad 
material we work with. Max is just saying, in different 
words: “Take care of it—it works for YOU.” 

When the question of care and saving is mentioned, Em- 
mett Cragin, storekeeper at Bakersfield, points out that Stores 
Department employes play a keyrole in protection of equip- 
ment and supplies before they are issued for use. 

“If we're not on the ball in our handling of this material,” 
he says, “there’s a whale of a lot of waste before it ever 
reaches the railroader who uses it.” 

He's right there. The care-and-saving angles involve more 
than the user. If it isn’t stored properly, transported care- 
fully, and delivered for use in good shape, the battle for 
saving is lost before it’s begun. 


R. D, Martin of the MofW Department is in charge of one 
of those burly bulldozers out Portland way. His slant is this: 


“Tt’s not only the cost of replacing this husky machine that 
makes me handle it carefully, but it’s the idea that when it 
goes out of commission there’s a big waste in time and man- 
power to do the maintenance work that makes up my job.

in peacetime as well as in the war, there’s no excuse for 
wasting anything.” 

The point that Martin brings up is one that is sometimes 
overlooked. Different jobs interlock all over the system and 
when one is slowed down, it’s not only that particular job 
that’s affected, but any number of jobs necessary to keep the 
trains running are thrown off schedule. 

Such is the story of the month; a story of facts, not opin- 
ions, an appeal to get the most out of every piece of railroad 
equipment, to save railroad supplies wherever possible. 


There’s not an employe on the system who isn’t involved in 
this appeal for there is no such thing as a small item even in 
an organization of our size. The saving of just one sheet of 
paper a day by each of the thousands of railroaders engaged 
in correspondence, the saving of such unconsidered items as 
pins and paper clips, a little extra care given io lanterns, to 
air hose, to napkins—all will amount to a weighty sum that 
will better enable SP to balance expense with income during 
post-war operations,

Test Radio 
Telephones 


ELEPHONES of Southern Pa- 
cific for several weeks were | 
i 
i 


linked by radio with two yard en- 
gines operating in San Francisco 
yard area as far as San Bruno, 
testing a new communication sys- 
tem with which the Pacific Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company is 
experimenting. Southern Pacific 
was the first railroad to partici- 
pate in such tests. 

Illustrations on this page show 
typical manner in which tele- 
phone and radio communications 
are hooked up. In the diagrams 
between pictures, telephone wires 
are indicated by three parallel 
lines, radio by “lightning belts.” 

In the Long Distance telephone 
exchange a Mobile Service 
Operator was on special duty for the tests. She could connect 
authorized calls on any SP phones with one of the engines through 
the radio transmitter atop the Telephone Building, automatically 
ringing a bell and lighting a light on the locomotive called. The 
person answering the call on the locomotive lifted the telephone 
from its box, thereby automatically turning on the power for the 
radio transmitter with which the locomotive was equipped, As soon 
as he pressed a button he could speak to the person calling him. 
Similar procedure was used in reverse for calls from the specially 
equipped yard engine, except that the main radio transmitter was 
not used. 

Because of the lower power used in the radio transmitters on 
the locomotives, the telephone company placed several automatic 
receivers at strategic points throughout the-Bay area to pick up the 
radio messages from the locomotives and feed them by ‘wire to 
the Long Distance Exchange for connection into ‘regular telephone 
channels to the party at the stationary telephone: ’

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Operating Results 


‘OR THE six months ended June 30, 
1946, Railway Operating Revenues 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $236,800,268, or $76,- 
368,080 less than the revenues for the 
same period of 1945, a 24% decrease. 

During the same period, Railway 
Operating Expenses were $209,945,942, 
or $1,385,978 less than the expenses for 
the same period of last year, 

Railway tax accruals amounted to a 
credit of $251,109, or $63,732,860 less 


than such accruals for the first six months - 


of 1945, After deducting taxes and $9,- 
499,445 of net rentals for use of equip- 
ment and joint facilities, there was left 
Net Railway Operating Income of $17, 
705,990, or $8,436,262 less than the Net 
Operating Income for the same period 
of 1945; a 32 per cent decrease. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income, 
and Other Income consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the. 
six months ended June 30, 1946, the 
nal result was 2 Net Income of $8,922,- 
321, which compares with a Net Income 
of $17,424,521 for the same period of 
last year, a decrease of $8,502,200, or 
49 per cent.

CTING now to insure future trans- 
portation for the West’s increasing 
production of perishable crops, Southern 
Pacific and Union Pacific ast month 
authorized their jointly owned Pacific 
Fruit Express Company to purchase 
3,000 more refrigerator cars of the most 
modern design. 

This makes 5,000 “reefers” on order 
by Pacific Fruit Express. A previous 
order of 2,000 cars was announced in the 
June Bulletin. Deliveries of all cars are 
expected before the end of 1947, 

Largest operator of refrigerator cars 
in the world, Pacific Fruit Express now 


has a fleet of more than 36,000 cars, 
which will be raised to over 41,000 by 
the cars now under construction or au- 
thorized. Its equipment is now in the 
national refrigerator car pool, which was 
continued after war's end in an all-out 
effort to overcome car shortages pend- 
ing delivery of additional equipment.

TIME on his HANDS 


ERE’S a man who spends most of 
his time watching the clock, yet al- 
ways gets a full day’s work done. He’s 
Clarence Fabrin, inspector in SP’s Time 
Service Bureau, who works at 71 Spear 
St., SF, surrounded by the “tick-tock” of 
big clocks, little clocks, old clocks, new 
clocks, all kinds of clocks. Most of them 
come to Fabrin when they're going 
“tock” instead of “tick” and it’s his job 
to restore the normal order of things. 

At this he’s an expert. 

Most of us think the family clock is 
doing fair enough if it stays within a 
minute or so of the time, but Fabrin re- 
gards a two-second difference as a major 
error, and the thought of a time-piece 
being five seconds fast or slow makes 
him pale. His domain is made up of the 
5,000 SP clocks ticking away the min- 
utes and hours, but his main concerns 
are the 300 standard clocks that are con- 
trolled -by a master clock at 71 Spear 
Street. 

This clock was designed and built by 
Fabrin so that it can record the seconds 
ou a telegraph sounder, making it possi- 
ble to set railroad timepieces exactly on 
the second -without consulting another 
watch, : 

‘Each morning at 9 o'clock the master 
clock ‘is adjusted to exact time -by tele- 
graphic ‘impulse ‘from the Naval Obser- 
yatory at Washington, D.C. This is syn- 


chronized with standard clocks all over 
the system, and a record kept of the per- 
formance of each clock. In studying these 
records, Fabrin is like a doctor looking 
at a patient’s temperature chart. They 
often reveal symptoms of coming trouble 
and he is a past master at the fine art of 
diagnosing the ailments of any time 
ticker, . 

Not all of Fabrin’s activity centers 
around clocks and watches. When the 
Photographic Department needed a 
more exact method of timing exposures 
in making prints, Timexpert“Fabrin de- 
signed a clock that sounded the seconds 
on a buzzer in three separate rooms. 
He is also doctor to SP thermographs 
that register the time and temperature 
for a week’s time in our refrigerator 
cars, and to various devices used on 
dynamometer cars that check engine per- 
formance. 

The genial Fabrin’s mechanical abil- 
ity isn’t allowed to rust when he goes 
home. As long ago: as 1916 he built him- 
self a trim little auto, using a motorcycle 
engine for the power unit. In 1933 he 
built a miniature railroad engine, power- 
ful enough ‘io carry three people, that 
was .given considerable space ‘in.a na- 
tional magazine. 

Then there's ‘the musical side to Fab- 


rin’s life from which he derives ‘a great 
enjoyment. Son John, just back from the 
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Navy, ‘plays -the ‘piano -and. saxophone, 
son'George plays .the ‘trombone, :-son 
Frank’ not only plays the saxophone ‘but 
also taught his ‘mother.to play it. Father. 
Fabrin himself is ‘a piano and accordion 
expert, so you can.see for yourself that 
when the Fabrins get together,-a musical 
time is had by all. The family is also 
proud of their male trio with Clarence 
singing baritone, George first tenor, and 
John second tenor. “It used to he’ a 
quartet,” said Clarence sadly, “until 
Frank’s voice changed from alto.” 


C.D. has been with Southern Pacific’s . 


Time Service Bureau since 1933, during 
which time thousands of ill clocks have 
been put back on their feet by his wiz- 
ardry. One of his great sources of gratifi- 
cation are the thousands of commuters 
who pass 71 Spear Street daily and stop 
for a moment to set their watches by the 
“Standard Clock” in the window. 

“Makes me feel a little like Father 
Time’s helper,” he says.

3 cups pitted cherries 
(Royal Annes) 

1 cup crushed pineapple 
(canned or fresh) 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

3 very thin slices of lemon 

3 cups sugar. 


Put cherries through food chopper, or 


cut fine with a knife. Combine fruits and 
cook slowly 15 to 20 minutes. Add sugar 
and cook briskly, stirring almost con- 
stantly, until of the consistency you like.
